been discovered in an experimental 
sugar cane plot near Clewiston. 

The discovery of the fungus 
disease by Dr. E,H. Todd, vice 
president of research of United 
States Sugar Corporation, last 
Wednesday is the first documented, 
presence in the contentiental Uni- 
ted States. The disease has stunted 
cane crops around the world 
has destructive powers that 
range from minimal damage to total 
destruction of entire crop areas. 

According to Ernest M. Collins, 
information specialist from thc 
Florida Department of Agriculture, 
there is a great deal more unknown 
about sugar cane smut than there is 
known. The potential threat of this 
disease to the sugarcane industry of 
Florida is unknown at the present. 
because the destructive powers are 
influenced ‘by the resistance of 
sugarcane varities and enviromen- 
tal factors. 

The United States Departimeni of 
Agriculture and the Florida Depart- 
ment of Agriculture are not making 
the discovery lightly, as a task force 
of technologist invaded Clewiston 
immediately following the discov- 
ery and identification of sugarcane 
smut by Dr. Todd. 

Initialy two stalks of smut 
bearing disease cane were found, 
identified and destroyed by burn- 
ing. A closer investigation of the 
immediate area revealed additional 
smut discovery, however the full 
extent of infection will not be 
known until the entire 300,000 
acres of sugarcane in south Florida 
has been individually investigated. 

According to Collins, a 30-man 
task force will depart from Clewis- 
ton today (Wedriesday) to conduct a 
field by field survey in ‘an effort to 
determine ari accurate evaluation of 
smut infestition. 

Initial meetings with representa- 
tives of the governmental agencies 
and members of the Florida Sugar 
Cane League reflect a desire to 
eradicate the disease. Sugarcane 
smut hae been working its way 
towards the United States for many 
years and following its discovery in 
Jamaica several years ago, sugar 
cane researchers have been on the 
alert. The disease was first noted in 
Natal, South Africa in 1977. Since 
that time it has been. reported in 
most of the sugar cane growing 
areas of Asia, Africa, Argentina, 
Hawii, Fiji, Dominican Republic, 
Martinique, Bolivia, Guyana, Trini- 
dad, and most recently in Jamaica. 
It is not known whether or not it 
occurs in Cuba. Я 

The disease is capable of being 
blown for many miles in the wind 
and according to research renorts, 


here 


one smutted appendage is capable 
of producing five billion spores. 
which can be multiplied many fold. 

Just how the disease bearing 


supplied by Dr. Todd, there is no 
association of the disease bearing 
cane variety in the experimental 
plot with Jamacia or any other 
off-shore areas. While the wind is 
being given the primary considera- 
tion as the bearer of the spore, 
importation of off-shore labor for 
cutting cane is not being overlook- 
ed, according to Collins. 

Dalton Yancey, general manager 
of the Florida Sugar Cane League, 
agreed with Collins that the 8-9,000 
Jamican cane cutters should be 
considered as carriers, however he 
said growers took steps last year to 
assure that the cutters did not bring 
the disease with them. ''1 feel that 
it is highly improbabale the infect- 
ion came this way because of the 
precautionary methods used by the 
industry," Yancey said. 

The infected experimental varie- 
ty of cane was planted last 
December. The smut fungus actual- 
ly turns the normally green 
*'whips'' at the top of the cane stalk 
to black, stunting the plant. Assoc- 
iated with the stunting of the 
growth is stalk sectional elongated 
splitting. The individual spores are 
capable of being transported by 
many means to another stalk where 
it multiplies many million fold until 
entire crops can be damaged or 
eliminated. • 

Researchers, according to Mr. 
Collins, have made progress in 
controling sugarcane smut by cane 
breeding. Some varieties seem 
more succeptable to the disease 
than others.

ce. Losses due to smut are greater 
with primary infection vs secon- 
dary infection, early season infec- 
tion vs late'season 'infection, and 
with ratoon crops vs plant crops.

*curs by chlamydospores present in 
the soil or in irrigation water and 
by diseased planting stock.

SYMPTOMS. Infected plants 
are spindly with small narrow 
leaves and extended internodes, 
and exhibit the cháracteristié long 
(up to several feet), whip-like, 
usually curved, silver-grey to 
blackened péncil-thick appendage 
at the apex of the affected stalk. 
Affected clumps of sugarcane 
produce an excess of tillers. 

CONTROL. The recommended 
measures of control sugarcane 
smut are as follows: 1) careful 
roguing of diseased shoots, or 


stools; 2) selecting healthy plan- 
ting material; 3) disinfesting cut- 
tings with Dithane or other 
suitable fungicides and/or disinfec- 
ting with -hot water treatment at 
52 C for 18 minutes prior to plan- 
ting; 4) avoiding the ratooning of 
affected cane fields; 5) establishing 
a crop rotation with "non- 
susceptible crops;.and 4) planting 
resistant varieties. Hawaii, 
following the outbreak of sugar- 
cane smut, required that seed be 
grown in a disease-free" area, 
treated with hot water, disinfested 
with a fungicide, and shipped in 
containers treated with Lysol 
solution.
